The 
outgoing mail steamer remained iu port 
lor the day giving her passengers an oji- 
portimity of contribul iug their git'et- 
iMg.i; tlie Noi'lh Pacilic .staid at her 
w'lialf till tliia morning, anil the F. S. 
Kcvenue cutter Oliver NVolcott al.so laid 
at anchor during the day dres.sod in all 
the colors of tlie rainbow. The manly 
ami straightforward replie.s of Hia E.\- 
cellency to the two addres.ses which were 
iucsonted to him will be read with more 
than usual interest . Every sentence has 
the ring of business and statesman- 
like ability, and the golden opinions he 
hn4:alrcady won in the Eastern States, 
.\hihitoba and the great Northwest as the 
.luocessor of the eloquent Earl of Dufl'erin 
are certain tv be still further added to 
by his short sojourn on the Pacific coast. 
That it will lie a short one was plain- 
ly announced in reply to the Lieutenant- 
(lovornor's address at Esquimalt yester- 
day, and moreover, tlio intimation wah 
given that the comfort of Her Royal 
Highness required as much quietude as 
possible. From His E.xcoUency'a travel- 
ling acliicvementH in Manitoba and fm- 
thorwest during the summer of 1881 thi! 
inference may be deduced that as nmch 
of our vast interior will be traversed as 
I iuie will adnnl of , and the fiu'thcr the 
distinguished pariy can penetrate the 
bettor for the future of the province. 
Wo can only join in the hope that pm- 
vorbial British Columbia " Queen's 
weather will hold out for a few weeks yet 
.trt that travelling by land and water may 
lie alike pleasant and satisfactory. 

South America. 

Panama, Sept. 7.— A Chilian corres- 
pondent writes: It is learned that the 
Chilian forces have left 'I'arma and a 
largo majority of the I'eruvian families 
were allowed to accompany them in order 
to cRcapo the depredations of their law- 
less countrymen. Only some foreign 
families, believing guetillas would re- 
spect them, decided to remain. Fully 
live hundred pisople followeit the enemy. 
. I ust tive hours after tlio troops loft, iiii- 
nieiiso hordes of guerillas jioured in. 
'I'hero were 000 armed witli ritles and 
equipped like regulars, who entered in a 
forme'd column, followed by about '.'O'J 
gui!rilla.s armed with stick.s, eluh.s, laiu'cs 
and similar wcajions, who entered pell- 
mell, shouting vociferously. On it being 
known that all well-to-do families had 
left town, the fury of the Indians know 
no bounds. llesidences were stripjied 
and those of many foreign residents 
shared the same fate. Many a.ssa.S3ina- 
tioim followed; among the victims were 
eighteen foreigners. In the midst of the 
orgies the town was reduced to ruins 
with the object of burning the proper- 
ties of foreigners and Chilians. Tarmu 
and all tlie towns were burned. Tlie 
cities of Tanja and Huanciio shared the 
fate of Tarma. The names of some for- 
eiLHiers assassinated aio given, as two 
Italians named iMattoes, and two Oer- 
ntans named Bt. Ring and Scholk. 
Among the slain were four soldiers and 
six fugitives. Peruvians wore frozen to 
death in the (Jordilleras. At Conceptinn 
the Chilian garriatJii made a noble de- 
fense against hordes of Indians, and 
when the ammunition of the Chilians 
gave out the assailants secured paraitino 
and fired the barracks, burning some 
wounded soldiers. Captain Pinto and a 
lew survivors of the garrison made a 
sally, cut down the enemy, and cleared 
the front and sides of the Ijarracks, while 
the men inside extinguised the flames, 
and removed the wcjunded to a place of 
safety. In another sally Captain Pinto 
was shot dead. The Indiana again fired 
the building, and .sallies were organized 
by Lieutenants Moult, Cruise and Peiez. 
In one of the earliest of these the first 
mentioned oflicer was mortally wounded. 
Subsequently sub-Lieutenant Peicz; fell 
wounded, and in another sally a young 
oflicer was immediately pounced upon by 
a liorile of Indians, who lanced him to 
death. 

At this hour five friars from the 
neighborhood convent of Olspa appeared 
on the scene, and with crucifix in hand 
commenced to incite the Indians to re- 
newed att.ack on the building. At 10 
o'clock, of 77 Chilians composing the 
garrison, only -1, and two of them wound- 
ed, remained to offer resistance, the 
others being, dead or "dying. • ,The build- 
ing was now ablaze in every' direction. 
.Four women, the wives of soldiers, were 
cyn-witnessoa of the death of their Iius- 
bands. One of them, accompanied by 
her son of five years, and another by an 
infant who bad come into tho world 
since tho commencement of the .nttack, 
after tho removal of the wounded from 
the burning building, wont out in the 
square, hoping thoir lives would bo 
spared. They had barely .stopped oiit- 
aulo the building, when tlioy were set on 
by a crowd of yelling, tlrunkcn sav.agos 
and horribly butoherod. Tho five-yc.ar- 
old boy had his throat cut from ear to 
-ear, and ^vas barbarously mutilated, and 
tho body of the new born' child was 
found pierced by six lance wounds. ^Jub- 
.Liontoiiant Cruiez and the surviving sol- 
diers were also surrounded, and tlioyfoU 
one after another, but not until they Iiad 
sold thoir lives dearly, When the other 
Chilian troops arrived, a few days after- 
wards, tliey found in tho square and ad- 
jacent Htreeta 291 of the enemy's dead. 
The wounded were doubla that number, 



and were carried oil into tiie hills. The 

Chilian dead were collected and buried, 
tho city was burned, and eveiybodj- im- 
plicated in the niassacie who cruilil be 
found w.as summarily executed.

I am sure our distinguish- 
ed guest, Genoriil .Mcpherson, in whose 
honor we liave as.sombled to-night, and 
with who.se illustrious .services wp are 
all ftcquaint(;d, will be the first to agree 
with nie when I say that in all cam- 
paigns eoiinecteil with the interests of 
India, lier Majesty's native troojis 
have proved an important element in 
achieving glory, for the llrilisli stand- 
ard.

Ldii!,' lioforo the jinival of tlio Ikuu' sot 
for the landing of thu distinr;uiahccl guests 
ab tho dockyard people bcgau to gather in 
the rI roots of the capitsiT and to occupy 
I'very point of adriiiitiiL'i* fm- boliolding 
tliu approuohing procossion and coronio- 
nios.

' There aro tho.so v. ho have stoutly con- 
j ifciided, and still contend, that certain iii- 
j dustrics cannot b^incccBsfully carried on 
I in this country, indeed on tliis coast, 
I without Chinese labor. We shall confine 
the present remarks to two-- cigar-making 
; and fish-canning. Ir has been broadly 
j held that the cheaper labor and inore 
' nimble fingers of the Mongol are essen- 
tial to the manufacture "of cigars on tlie 
Pacific coast — that is, so as to compete 
successfully with other countries. Acting 
uiidiu' that conviction tho.-^c embarking in 
cigar making in ."^^au Francisco employed 
Chinese labor almost exelusively. Hut 
as has been the case in boot and shoe 
' making, in tailoring and other branchea 
I of industry iu San Francisco, "John" hai 
I to a great extent advanced from tho posi- 
! tiou of employee to that of boss manu- 
facturer, and it is .an undeniable fact that 
; the great bulk of flu' cig:irs mauufactureil 
'. iu San Fr;uieiieii to-day are nut only 
I maunipukited by -Mongolian fingers, but 
I aro the product of Chinese establish- 
ineiits. T'wo lU' three j-i-ars ago Air. 
I John Kurtz luiibarked in the manufacture 
of cigars at \'ictoria, and he coiiragoonaly 
I inscribed "No Chinese Labor" on hi".-, 
I trade-mark. Fi imids doubted. Wise ones 
'predicted failure. "Vioi cannot," said 
; they, "compete with Chinese labor in San 
. Francisco; nmchlesa can you hope to com- 
pote with Chinese lal)iu- iu N'ictoria." But 
! Mr. Kurtz was nni t,, be discouraged in 
■ this way. ' lie iiad faith ill white, free 
labor, and he pressed luiward, adhering 
faithfully to Ids v.iw that no slave or 
Mongolian labor should be applied to tlie 
, production of Jiia cigars. Aud what has 
been the result f The favorite cig.-ir iu 
British Coluiubi.a to-day is the Kurtz 
cigar. It IS fouiitl in (Hcry leapeetable 
establishment where cigars aro kejit and 
connoisseurs ask for it. There are to be 
found plenty uf cigars manufactured by 
Chinese in San Francisco .and in Victoria, 
an<l some of them have very fine names, 
loo ; but no connoisseur who has smokeii 
the Kurtz cii;:ir would t. derate them. Not 
only has Air, Kurtz's adrentiire been en- 
tirely successful ii, s(,> f.ir as producing a 
first-rate article is concerned but he lias 
been successful in Kecuriiig tlio boat trade 
of tho country and, what is of vital im- 
portance, in demonstrating that the tliiiij; 
can be done with white labor at a satis- 
factory profit. Ill fact ho has piaclically 
pushed Chinese cigariuaking to the wall. 
On patriotic erounds he would have a 
right lo appeal to the country. But ho 
has no need to do that. Tho sunerior 
ipiality of his cigars ap|ie;ils irroaisfibly to 
the taste of the .sianlu-r. (.)li! for a Kurtx 
ill the canning business! \\\\ are per- 
suaded that iirecisi.'ly the s.uiio results 
would follow, in so f.ir .is demonstrating 
the fact that white labor is preferable to 
the Chinese lahm- is concerned. — liritisJi 
Columbian.
